It has frequently been demonstrated that the more the residents 


of other states come to know about Indiana the better they like the 


Hoosier state, and it would be a mighty good thing if more of us here 


at home broadened the scope or our knowledge regarding our home 


fstate. "We sometimes fail to suspect a good many of the advantages 


of Hoosierdom until somebody on the outside calls attention to them. 


An. instance in point is brought to light by a report just made by 


the bureau of the census which shoAvs-that Indiana is among the 


states having the very lowest death rate, the figures for 1914 showing 


12.9 per 1,000 inhabitants, the lowest since the collection of definite 


and aecuriate mortality statistics by the federal gpvernment began. 


In 1913 it was 13.3; in 1912 it was 13, aud the average from 1901 to 


1905 inclusive was 12.2. 


Among other things the census report says: 
"Among the states 
for which death rates for 1901-1905 are given the greatest propor- 
tional decrease bctvveei) that period and 3914 is shown for Rhode Is- 
land, 17.4 per cent. 
Next in order are New York, with a decrease of 
14 per cent.; New Jersey, 11.8 per cent.; Massachusetts, 11.4 per 
cent.; Vermont, 7.4 per cent.; Connecticut, 3.8 per cent.; Indiana, 2.3 
per cent.; Maine, 1.9 per cent.; New Hampshire, 1.8 per cent." 


Another point shown by the statistics is that Indiana as a whole 
has a lower death rate than Denver, which has long been regarded as 
one of the «healthiest cities in the world, and it is on a par Avith Los 
Angeles, which also makes pretentious claims as a health resort. 
We 
ore quite sure, also, that the cause of Indiana's splendid showing is 
not difficult to determine. 
It is in no small degree the result of the 
assiduous educational campaign that has for some years been Avaged 
by state, county and city health authorities, to impress the value of 
sanitation and other safeguards against disease. 
Their work hjus 
included, also, the securing of many • admirable health laws in tliis 
state, and fine as are the results already accomplishtd in the way of 
public health, still greater ones are in prospect.

November 2.5 she took a piece of 
chewing gum from her mouth and gave 
it to her niece, age three, who developed 


scarlet fever November 30.'"

WHEIIE IRFiUIE IS 
MERE CJMOSFUCE 


Crag-Framed Valley of the 
Struma Has Long Seen 
Fighting. 


Washington, D. O., Dec. 21.—"Warfare 
is a commonplace in the cràg-irftiued val- 
ley, of the Struma river, down whose 
course the 
Bulgarians 
are struggling 
againsc thé Firench and English; for the 
river flows through the heart of 
the 
district, in whiéh thè Buigi^rians/ Ser- 
vians, and Greek propagan(tist« fought 
for ten bitter y ^ r s among ihemselves 
before uniting in the purpose of^driving 
the Turk from here iii lOlÌ," begins a 
statement jast'^'iesued by the JSational . 
Geographic society. 
' 
, 
. I 


"The Struma valley has been mòre or 
less of a continuous battlefield since the 
beginning of the twentieth 
century, 
when the idea gained certainty that the 
Turk must soon lose his Macedonian 
provinces and all of the Balkan nations 
began a wresting for inkeritonce. Schools, 
churches, politicians and brigand, bands 
strove Avith one another in Macedonia 
for the conversion of the natives to their 
cause; for the development of Bulgar- 
iiins, Greeks and Serbs in the Turkish 
state; and the tactics of the struggle 
often proved fatal to the subjects for 
conversion. 


"It is a peculiarly wild and desolate 
segment of the Balkan peninsula that 
borders the Strumàn's course. 
Its wild- 
ness is that of nature piled with moun- 
tains, scarred with brôkeii rocks, -and 
torn with gorges and ragged cuts. 
Its 
desoliition is the fruit of ten years of 
propaganda strife, heightened by the ef- 
forts of the Ottoman as a tax collector 
through 500 years and by his methods 
ol punishing the people as a means for 
the suppression of the foreign bands. 


"Bulgarian, Greek and Servian ambi- 
tions met and clashed along the muddy 
Struma. 
Down its cor.rse—it rises just 
below the Bulgarian capital, Sofia—the 
Bulgarian bands poured into Macedonia, 
while the Greeks came from Saloniki it 
the west, and followed its course north- 
ward. 
The paths that follow the river 
are rough, and often dizzy, going, narrow 
roads running along mountain and hill- 
side ledgea, and now and then falling 
sharply to lowland 
nearer the river. 
Wayside guard 
stations, survivals of 
the days of Turkish administration, are 
perched on the heights beside the stream, 
while the roads that cross here are most- 
ly 
fords. 
The 
ancient 
bridges 
that 
crosses Byzantium's 
Struma fell into 
decay under Ottoman rule and vanished 
to the last.vestage. 
Altogether, 
this 
persistent 
theater 
of 
war is as un- 
likely a field for military operations as 
would be remote and savage Albania 
should the alliance and entente powers 
carry their toouble there." 


LESS WHEAT IN INDIANA 


Washington, Dec. 21.—The department 
cf agiiculture reports a large decrease 
in acreage sown to wheat and rye in In- 
diana, compared .with tho acreage sown 
to those crops in 1914. 
The department 
estimates that the area sown to wheat 
in Indiana this year is only 80 per cent, 
of the area of Jfll4, representing 2 - 
256,-000 acres 
compared with 2,820,000 
acres last year. 
The 1015 rye sowing is 
estimated at 90 per cent, of the acreage 
of last year. 
The condition of the In- 
diana wheat crop December 1 is esti- 
mated at 88, compared with a ten-year 
average of 89.

22.—Announcement 
by Col. E. M. House, of JSIew York, 
Frcsident Wilson's cloae friend and ad- 
viser, that he soon would go to Europe 
at the request of the president and sec- 
retary of stat(!, caused great interest 
lierc today. 
Secretary Lansing coniirni- 
ed the announeument, but declined to 
add anything to it. 


Col. House's statement declared thac 
the sole object of his mission would be 
to take to the American ambassadors 
at the capitals of the warring nations 
certain 
information 
regarding 
the 
Washington goveniment'a 
attitude 
cu 
international questions. 
Jt was denied 
that he would go on a peace mission. 
OHicials today declined to discuss Col. 
House's mission owing to its delicate 
nature, nor would they make any re- 
.»ponse to (luestions as to whether hti 
would make 
any 
inquiries regarding 
prospects of peace. 


The trip will be the second one made 
by C'ol. House since last spring, when 
he visited Germany, France and Eng- 
land and talked with high government 
officials. 
At the time of the first trl)) 
it was reported that Col. House acted 
as the personal emissary of President 
Wilson and that he went on a peace 
mission. 
This 
Colonel 
House denied, 
although later be reported to the pres- 
ident on his observations of the state of 
public opinion abroad. 
While what he 
told the president never became known, 
it was learned that his picture of tne 
situation did not change the president's 
belief that the time then was inoppor- 
tune for initiating a peace movement.

Berlin, Doc. 22.—(Via Sayville,)—The 
death at Hanover of Gen. von Emmich, 
the conqueror of Liege, is announced by 
the Ooverseas News agency. 


Gen. von Emmich was commander of 
the tenth army corps. He figured prom- 
inently, in the early events of the war, 
being in command of German troopé 
which invaded Belgium. It was he who 
issued an appeal to the Belgian people 
not to resist the Germans. 


The' heavy tolls of Germans at Litge 
was said to have shattered the conli- 
dence of the general and a report that 
he had committed suicide gained wide 
currency in August of last year. 
He 
was decorated with the Order of Merit 
last June. Gen. von Emmich joined the 
army on the day of Prussia's victory 
over Austria at Sadowa in 1866. He 
fought / as lieutenant in tho French- 
Prassiaiiawar, was made colonel in 1807 
and in 1901 attained the rank of major, 
general. He became'lieutenant general 
Énd commander of the tenth corps in 
1905;

observe in the conduct of war at

After January 1. 


New York. Dec. 22.—ISah' «)f horse 
meat for food will be permitted in XeAV 
York after January 
I. th<! board of 
health announced toda.v. 
Commenting 
upon the revocation of the section of 
the sanitary code Avhich )>rohibited the 
use of horse flesh, Commissioner Emer- 
son said that Avhile the liealth depart- 
ment does not exactly recomnu'ud it, 
no harm can be seen in its use. 


The horse never has tuberculbaia and 
almost never communicates a malignant 
disease 
to 
human 
beings, 
he 
said. 
"Hereafter, old horses, instead of being 
sold for their bones. Avliich are worth 
little or nothing, Avill bo fattened anrt 
disposed of for meat." 


Dr. Emerson announced that special 
precautions Avould bo taken to prevent 
the sale of horse flesh in the guise of 
veal or beef.

History Is repeating Itself tor on Sept. 
11, 1903, the national agreement, 
which 
Is the ruling law In organized baseball, 
was signed In Cincinnati. Here, twelve 
years later, unless something now unfore- 
seen happens, another peace agreement 
v«4ll be composed and signed. 
Uke the 
agreement In 1508 the controlling body of 
organized baseball will concede, according 
to seml-ofricl9l 
advices, 
much 
of 
th« 
newer league that Is destined to end Its 
existence unless all Indications fall. 
No 
official statement was Issued at the con- 
clusion of the meeting of representatives 
of organized 
baseball and 
the Federal 
league last night, and it Is only known 
that the Chicago Nationals will be sold 
to Charles Weeghman, president of the 
Federal 
league club, 
and that the St. 
Louis Americans will be purchased by 
Phil Ball. 


However, semi-officially. It Is known, at 
the present no other changres in the cson- 
trol and management of other clubs of the 
major leag'ues will take place. 
Rtamors 
hav© had liarrj- Sinclair, of the Federal 
league, purchasing an interest In the TCct» 
York Giants, but this has been empljatic- 
ally denied. -Rumor likewise said that a 
major league club would be plaaed 
in 
Ealtimore, but this too has been denied 
by those who are In a position to know. I 


Other than the purchase of the Cubs 
and the St. Lo'uls Browns it is semi-offi-

therefore,

influences unfavorably the results of in 
struction; it renders the pupil disobedi- 
ent and refractory.

It has frequently been demonstrated that the more the residents 


of other states come to know about Indiana the better they like the 
Hoosier state, and it would be a mighty good thing if more of us here 
at home broadened the scope or our knowledge regarding our home 
gtate. We sometimes fail to suspect a good many of the advantages 
of Hoosierdora until somebody on the outside calls attention to them. 


An instance in point is brought to light by a report just made by 


the bureau of the census which shows that Indiana is atnong the 
states having the very lowest death rate, the figures for 1!)14 showing 
32.9 per 1.000 inhabitants, the lowest since the collection of definite 
and accurate mortality statistics by the federal government began. 
In 1913 it was 13.3; in 1912 it was 13, and the average from 1!>01 to 
1905 inclusive was 12.2. 


Among other things the census report snys: "Among (lie states 


for which death rates for MlOI-HlOf, ;nv given the greatest, propor- 
tional decrease between that period and 1!>14 is shown for Rhode Is- 
land, 37.4 per cent. Next, in order are New York, with u decrease of 
14 per cent.; New Jersey. ll.S per rent.; Massachusetts, 11.4 pet- 
cent.: Vermont, 7.4 per cent.; Connecticut, :{.S per cent,; Indiana, '2.': 
per cent.; Maine. I.I) per cent.: New ITiunpsliirr, 1.8 per rent." 


Another point shown by the statistics is thnt Indiana :is a whole 


has a lower death rate than Denver, which lias long been regarded as 
one of the healthiest cities in the world, and it. is on a par with Los 
Angeles, which also makes pretentious claims as a health resort. "We 
are quite sure, also, that the cause of Indiana's splendid showing is 
not difficult to determine. Jt is in no small degree the result, of the 
assiduous educational campaign that has for sonic years Itecn waged 
by state, county and city health authorities to impress the value of 
'sanitation and other (safeguards against disease. 
Their work has 


included, also, the securing of many admirable health laws in this 
state, and fine as are the results already aceomplishtd in the way of 
public health, still greater ones arc in prospect.

Political writers in the east are now asserting that Colonel 


Roosevelt is going to insist on dominating the republican national 
convention in Chicago next June. With all possible respect for the 
colonel's prowess as a fighter, one shudders to think what will hap- 
pen to him if he re.ally tries it. The old guard in republican leader- 
ship is somewhat subdued, it is true, and is willing to swallow a rea-

Colonel Charles A. Carlisle, of South Bead, is the latest'to con- 


clude that the running isn't likely to prove so good as it once prom- 
itied to be, and has announced his retirement as a candidate for the 
republican nomination for governor of Indiana next year. Colonel 
Carlisle had the backing of an enthusiastic and rather substantial fol 
lowing in the northwestern section of the state, and originally prom- 
ised to cut no inconsiderable figure in the race. But as a business 
man it probably didn't take him a great while to form a private 
opinion of the game of politics as it is played and to,conclude thai 
tre'd had enough of it.

"The Struma valley has t>eon more or 


le&s of a continuous battlefield since the 
beginning of the twentieth 
century, 


when the idea gained certainty that the 
Turk must soon lose his Macedonian 
provinces, and all of the Balkan nations 
began n wresting lor inheritance. Schools, 
churches, politicians and brigand bands 
strove with, one another in Macedonia 
for the conversion of the natives to their 
cause; for the development of Bulgar- 
ians, Greeks and (Serbs in the Turkish 
state; and the tactics of the struggle 
often proved fatal to the subjects for 
conversion. 
"It Si a peculiarly wild and desolate 


segment of the Balkan peninsula that 
borders the Struinan's course. Its wild- 
ness is that of nature piled with moun- 
tains, scarred with broken rocks, and 
torn with gorges »nd ragged cuts. Its 
desolation is the fruit of ten years of 
propaganda strife, heightened by the cf- 
torts of the Ottoman as a tax collector 
through 500 years and by his'methods 
oi punishing the people as a means for 
the suppression of the foreign hands. 


"Bulgarian, Greek and Servian ambi- 


tions met and clashed along the muddy 
Struma. Down its course—it rises just 
below the Bulgarian capital, Sofia—the 
Bulgarian bands poured into Macedonia, 
while the Greeks came from Saloniki ir.

Sale Will Be Permitted in New York 


After January J. 


Kcw York, Doc. :>2.—Sale of horse 


meat for food will be permitted m Jf«w 
York after January 1, the board of 
health announced today. 
Commenting 


upon the revocation of the section of 
tho sanitary code which prohibited the 
use of horse flesh, Commissioner Kmer- 
son said that while the health depart- 
ment does not exactly recommend it, 
no harm can be seen in its use. 


The horse, never has tuberculosis and 


almost never eoinmjunieates a malignant 
disease to 
human 
beings, he said. 


"Hereafter, old horses, instead of being 
sold for their bones, which are worth 
little or nothing, will b« fattened ann 
disposed of for meat." 


Dr. Emerson announced that special 


precautions would bo taken to prevent 
the sale of horse flesh in tho guise of 
veal or beef.
